An  Act  to  provide  for  the  requisition  of  land,  for  the  continuance  of  requisition 
of  land  and  for  certain  other  purposes. 

^WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  requisition  of  land,  for  the  conti- 
nuance of  requisition  of  land  and  for  certain  other  purposes ; It  is  hereby  enacted 
as  follows  : — 


1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bombay  Land  Requisition  Act,  1948.  Short  title.
